HEALTH BOARD APPEARS 


Present Disposal Plant is in Opera­ 
tion And Said to be Working Well. 


Sanitary Engineer to Inspect. 


Health conditions about Gettysburg, 
with Rock Creek and sewage disposal 
the center of discussion, occupied the 
attention of the Borough Council Wed­ 
nesday 
evening 
at 
their 
regular 
monthly meeting. 
The Council admitted the situation 
along the stream was serious, but in­ 
sisted the sewage disposal plant of 
the Borough was in operation, declar­ 
ing the chief cause of the stench com­ 
plained of is sewage from the County 
Home which flows into Rock Creek. 
Council’s attention to sewage dis­ 
posal conditions was called by a letter 
from the State Department of Health 
and 
by the 
Gettysburg Board 
of 
Health, which was 
present at the 
meeting. 
On a motion by Dr. C. H. Huber, 
seconded by Jesse E. Snyder, the sew­ 
er committee was asked to consider 
the feasibility and ascertain the cost 
of a sewer line in Rock Creek from 
the disposal plant to a point in the 
stream below the 
Hanover 
street 
bridge, and make a report. 
It was 
urged that if any stench did come 
front sewage after it left the disposal 
plant of the Borough, a closed pipe 
line down the creek would remedy the 
condition. 
Nuisance For Long Time. 
After this motion had been passed, 
J. W. Bream, president of the board 
of health, addressed the council. 
He 
asked the co-operation of the Council 
in remedying conditions 
along 
the 
stream, declaring “if that nuisance 
existed in certain other parts o f town 
it would have been remedied 
long 
ago.” 
Discussion of the situation resulted 
in a decision to ask the State Depart­ 
ment of Health to semi a sanitary en­ 
gineer here to inspect 
the 
sewage 
stream which flows into Rock Creek 
from the County Home. It was point­ 
ed out that an engineer from the de­ 
partment had recently inspected the 
Borough sewage disposal plant and 
found it to be in fair working order. 
Two new tanks for the chemicals have 
been ordered and With these installed, 
the Council believes, Rewage passing 
through the plant will not be the CAtise 
of 
unhealthful 
conditions 
in 
the 
stream. 
Letter From Department. 
The letter from the State Depart­ 
ment of Health to the Council follows: 
“Complaints are again being receiv­ 
ed concerning the nuisance caused in 
the stream below your sewer outlets. 
This Department has made invest'ga- 
tion upon receipt of 
similar 
com­ 
plaints in the past and has found that 
conditions in the stream were bad. 
“Iii previous years we have had the 
matter up with you with the hope that 
you could construct sewage treatment 
works of adequate type and capacity, 
with the outlets so arranged that the 
nuisance in the stream would be abat­ 
ed. 
“Will you kindly advise as to how 
this matter now stands, that is to 
say-whether you have had plans pie-

Delegations 
of firemen from

Thousands of uniformed marchers, 
many of them with their fire fighting 
apparatus, were in line.

mated there were 12,000 men in line

procession was 
seven 
miles long.

ball was staged by the

Joseph F . Morris, of Reading, was 
elected president of the

Farrell Company, which was awarded 
the contract by the Borough Council 
early in August. Edward J. Farrell, 
York street, will have charge of the 
job. 
Grading will be 
started 
at the 
Philadelphia 
and 
Reading 
Railroad 
crossing on North Washington street 
and the concrete work will be started 
there. 
The block on South street will 
be built after the Washington street 
blocks are completed. 
Hanover street 
will be paved last. 
Mr. Farrell 
de­ 
cided on this plan in order to facilitate 
the handling of materials. 
Although the paving season is wan­ 
ing, Mr. Farrell says he will be able 
to 
complete 
the work before 
cold 
weather comes. 
All machinery 
re-' 
quired 
for the work is here. 
Four 
weeks will be required to do the work, 
he believes.

From an unimportant industry, the 
future of which was in doubt in 1903, 
commercial apple growing in Adams 
county today is first in value to 
the 
county and Adams now ranks first in 
the State 
in the number of planted 
apple trees as well as 
in production, 
according to figures compiled by The 
Times with the assistance of the Ad­ 
ams County Farm Bureau. 
The story of the growth and devel­ 
opment of the horticultural interests 
of this county includes many discour­ 
agements—conditions 
which 
caused 
the 
faint-hearted 
to give up. 
But 
there were scores who had faith in the 
soil of Adams and today there 
are 
534,643 apple trees in the county— 
150,000 more than in any other coun­ 
ty in the state. 
Bedford county has 
more bearing trees than Adams, but 
their production falls below the Adams 
county mark. 
Has Most Trees 
Latest census 
figures shows 
this 
county has 280,355 non-bearing apple 
trees and 
254,298 in bearing. 
Bed­ 
ford has 279,283 
trees bearing, 
but 
only 59,893 non-bearing. 
In 1903 it was estimated 35,200 bar­ 
rels of commercial apples were ship­ 
ped out of the county in 219 cars. In 
1917, 579 cars of fruit were shipped, 
242 cars of canned apples, l l cars of 
evaporated fruit and 16 cars of cider. 
In 1920, it was estimated, 1,600 were 
required 
to move 
the entire 
crop. 
There were 822,366 bushels of commer­ 
cial apples produced that year, the es­ 
timated value of which was $2,467,098. 
The number of bushels shipped, eva­ 
porated, canned and made into cider 
equalled 822,366. 
With Adams’ more than a quarter 
of a million apple trees that will come 
into 
bearing during the 
next 
few 
years, it is only a matter of time un­ 
til the county 
will far surpass 
any 
other in the state in the production of 
apples. 
Great strides 
have been made 
in 
this section in peach production. 
In 
1910 the county ranked thirty-sixth in 
the peaches raised and in 1920, it was 
fifth. 
The 1920 peach crop was esti­ 
mated at 86,563 bushels. 
In 1905 there were 693 pear trees 
in Adams and in 1920, 8132 which pro­ 
duced 9,983 bushels. 
There are 1,721 
young trees coming on. 
There were 
5,073 bearing plum trees, three times 
as many as in 1910. 
Cherry trees 
multiplied from 391 trees in 1905 to 
21,061 
bearing 
trees, 
7,793 
young 
trees and a crop of 6,504 bushels 
in 
1920. 
The county also produces about 
51,300 bushels of grapes each year. 


Litigation against the Holy Com­ 
munion Lutheran Church in Harris­ 
burg was ended Wednesday afternoon 
when the property of the church was 
surrendered by Rev. John Henry Mil­ 
ler and members of the congregation 
who supported him.

Recalls Balloon Ascension

She was ten years old, but 
she remembers that the balloon was 
the property of John Wise and that 
Colonel McClellan paid the owner

McClellan, according to M rs. Smith. 
And she added, Jennie told the Confed­ 
erates where they would find a “black 
rebcllionist” and where they could se­ 
cure horses. 
Heard Lincoln’s Address 
When the National Cemetery was 
dedicated here, Mrs. Smith was among ! 
the few persons living who hear Lin­ 
coln’s address. 
On down through time since the bat­ 
tle here, M rs. 
Smith, whose face 
is 
lined with wrinkles, recalls the various 
world events that have transpired. 
This week she took a ride in 
the 
sidecar of a motorcycle and thoroughly 
enjoyed herself, she says.

ganization are on strike 
either the 
men 
themselves or the 
employers 
may call 
for a 
conciliation 
board. 
There 
are 
three 
members 
of the 
board. 
One is selected to represent 
the striking men, one is chosen by the 
employers and the third is supposed 
to be the choice of both. parties. 
In 
cases, however, where the opposing 
parties 
cannot 
agree on 
the third 
member of the board, word is sent to 
O ttaw a 
and 
the Dominion Govern­ 
ment appoints him. 
“The 
decision arrived 
at by the 
Conciliation Board in 
conference is 
supposed to be accepted by both the 
employers and the employees. 
In the 
m ajority of cases it is, and because 
of this amicable w ay of settling the 
dispute, strikes in Canada are, as a 
rule, short lived.”

Business Men Want Graduate Secre­ 
taries, Aa Better Qualified. 


TUBAL WHERE TIME 
IS FORGOTTEN 


Chicago, Oct. 5.—'The tired busi­ 
ness man prefers his secretary col­ 
lege-bred. 
To have her thus he will 
pay higher wages. 
Such are the facts shown by the 
reports of the Chicago Collegiate Bu­ 
reau of Occupations, an agency which 
finds jobs for the restless college girl 
and supplies the needs of the employ­ 
er who has learned it pays to have 
four years of college culture to handle 
the reins of his industry. 
“ Gone are the days when the em­ 
ployer turned up his nose at the col­ 
lege girl applying for a job and asked 
for the graduate of a business col­ 
lege,” said Miss Helen Bennett, m ana­ 
ger of the Bureau. 
“ From what college does she come? 
is one of the first questions I am ask­ 
ed. 
If I say she is not a college girl, 
but her training has been along lines 
to make her valuable, I usually am 
toldfonly college girls are wanted and 
the receiver is hung up. 
This proves 
the college girl has made good in in­ 
dustry.”

Chicago 
Collegiate 
Bureau 
places annually some 6,000 to 7,000 
young women with salaries of $900 
to $5,000 a year.

Inhabitants Indifferent to Pro­ 
gress of Outside World. Lead 
Lazy Existence. 


Honolulu, T. H ., Oct. 5—The 
isle 
where time 
is forgotten 
is Tubuai, 
A ustral group, about 200 miles south 
j of Tahiti, where the popular dream 
of a languid, lazy South Sea existence 
really comes true, according to Rob­ 
ert T. Aitken, scientist of the Bishop 
Museum, who has just returned from 
two years of investigation in Tubuai 
in connection with the museum’s ef­ 
forts to trace the origin of the Poly­ 
nesian race. 
U tter indifference to progress or to 
the outside world is another prominent 
characteristic of 
the residents 
and 
their entire social and industrial pro­ 
gram appears to be composed of ea t­ 
ing, sleeping, talking and fishing, 
he 
said. 
Taro-planting, the basis of the 
South Sea food, poi, and fishing are 
the main occupations. 
Aitken related, as one example^ of 
the indifference 
to time, 
his experi­ 
ences in traveling between two islands. 
A fter a week’s delay in starting, his 
party set sail, and the distance of 90 
miles was covered after eight days on 
the open w ater. 
The return trip was 
postponed for a week, although a stop 
of only one day had been scheduled. 
The captain was careless in allow­ 
ing leeway and missed his objective 
by 40 miles, an error that cost three 
of the 
eight 
days traveling 
tim e. 
Frequently a schooner, blown from its 
course by the 
hurricanes which 
rise 
suddenly during the summer months, 
will wander 
about for weeks 
before 
finding its true position. 
All schoon­ 
ers are required to carry sectants but 
frequently 
this instrum ent will 
lack 
lenses. 
On many vessels the chrono­ 
meter is an alarm clock, set regularly 
each morning at sunrise. 
The population of Tubai is only sev- 


jeral hundred, most of them being of 
pure Polynesian 
blood, with some 
a 
mixture 
of Caucasian and 
Chinese. 
About 80 per cent of the people arc 
’protestant 
and attend church 
twice 
every Sunday, and a regular song ser­ 
vice each 
Wednesday, according 
to 
Mr. Aitken. 
The remaining 20 per 
(cent are divided among the Catholic 
and two branches of the Mormon 
church.
